Governor Sproul has approved the 
bill providing that the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction “shall prescribe 
rn course of instruction conducive 
to 
the spirit of loyalty and devotion to 
the State and 
national governments 
which shall be taught in all the public 
schools of the S ta te .” The bill is an 
amendment to the school code. 
Other bills signed include: 
Making it a felony to receive
